CHAPTER 360. 
AN ACT to prevent persons froa3 unlawfully 

using or wearing the insignia or rosette of the 
military order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States, or any imitation thereof. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Any person who shall willfully 
wear the insignia or rosette of the military order 
of the Loyal Legion of the United States, or any 
imitation thereof, or use the same to obtain aid 
or assistance within this state, unless he shall be 
entitled to use or wear the same under the con-
stitution and by-laws, rules and regulations of 
the military order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction, shall be punished by imprisonment for 
a term not to exceed thirty days, or a fine not to 
exceed twenty dollars, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.
